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PREFACE 


Numismatic Literature is a semiannual survey of current publications in 
or related to numismatics with abstracts of their contents. Beginning with NL 
79 (December 1967), bibliographic information and abstracts have been 
submined by an international board of contributing editors, each of whom 
collects material published in his country. The contents and quality of NL 
reflect the participation of this editorial board and of individual scholars, 
whose cooperation can create a truly comprehensive bibliographic tool. 

The revisions in format introduced in NL 81 have been maintained in 
order to enable each reader to find and use material in his own field more 
easily, while benefiting from work published in peripheral fields. Most 
entries are grouped under broad cultural, geographical, or typological 
sections. In addition, the section Technology and Methodology lists works in 
which recently developed techniques for numismatic study are described or 
significantly applied. The Greek section correlates with the broad definition 
of Head’s Historia Numorum. At the end of each section is a list of numbered 
cross references to abstracts with related material in other sections. 

Author and subject indices are published at the back of each issue. The 
author index does not include references to the reviews, which are themselves 
alphabetically arranged by author. The hoard list is a separate list of abstracts 
in which reference is made to coin hoards. 

Periodical titles are abbreviated whenever possible. A cumulative list of 
periodical title abbreviations is published in the March issue of even- 
numbered years. Intervening issues contain a cumulative list of additions. In 
this way, the list should become a record of the periodical publications in 
many fields in which numismatic material appears and a convenient 
compilation of abbreviations for scholars. 

Although NL is a bibliography of current publications, an effort is being 
made to include notices of somewhat older publications which are not readily 
available or are published in languages which readers are not likely to know, 
and which were not discovered until the institution of the international board 
of contributing editors. 

Comments and suggestions for improvement are welcome and may be 
addressed to the International Editor at the American Numismatic Society. 
The Editor thanks all those who have contributed to NL and hopes that 
participation will continue to grow.

GUIDE FOR ABSTRACTORS 


Entries in Numismatic Literature generally consist of two parts, the bibliographic 
information and the abstract 

Bibliographic Information 

All entries must include the following information: 

1. The full name(s) of the author(s) 

2. The title of the publication in the original language, but in the Roman alphabet. 
If the publication is not written in English, French, German, Italian or Spanish, the 
original title should be followed by a translation into one of these languages. 

If the publication is an article in a journal, the following information must also be 
given: 

3. Volume and/or issue number 

4. Date of the journal 

5. Date of publication, if it is different from the date of the journal 

6. Page numbers on which the article appears 

7. Presence of illustrations. 

If the publication is an article in a bode of collected works, such as a festschrift or 
proceedings of a congress, the following information must also be given: 

3. Complete title of the collection 

4. Place of publication and name of publisher 
3. Date of publication 

6. Page numbers on which the article appears 

7. Presence of illustrations. 

If the publication is a book, the following information must also be given: 

3. Edition number and editor’s name, if any 

4. Place of publication and name of publisher 
3. Date of publication 

6. Total number of pages 

7. Presence of illustrations 

8. ISBN, optional. 

If the content of the publication is general in nature and does not include specific 
information or arguments which should be brought to the reader’s attention, and the 
title is fully descriptive of the contents, the bibliographic information alone may be 
given and the abstract omitted. 
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The Abstract

Definition. An abstract is a concise, objective summary or description of the 
content of a publication. It is different from a review in that an abstract does not offer 
critical comment or additions to the original work. 

Length. Abstracts may be from about 50 to 200 words in length, depending upon 
the importance or complexity of the publication. A long abstract may be desirable 
when the original publication is not readily available or is written in a language most 
readers are not likely to know. 

Style and Language. Abstracts should be written in complete sentences. They 
may be submitted in English, French, German, Italian or Spanish, but will be 
published in English. All abstracts must include the typewritten, full name of the 
abstractor. 

Submitting Material on Diskette 

Material may be sent to the International Editor in printed form or on diskette. 
Contributors wishing to use the latter form should submit an IBM-readable diskette 
containing files in one of the following formats:

This locality in the province of Palermo has yielded 176 coins, mostly from the 
period between the 6th and 3rd centuries B.C. A large series of Punic coins, 
including overstrikes, predominates. Numerous other bronzes, possibly of local issue, 
with butting bull/astragal are present in strong concentration. They are associated 
with pieces attributed by the author to Heraclea Minoa. (Sara Sorda)

The locality is known from the 19th century bibliography as particularly rich in 
coin finds, both in hoards and isolated finds, Greek as well as Roman and Punic.

Nazionale in Cagliari, struck at the mints of Durazzo, Locri Epizefiri, the Mamertines, 
Syracuse and Marseilles.

51 GITLER, H. A Comparative Study of Numismatic Evidence from 
Excavations in Jerusalem. LibAnn 46 (1996) pp. 317-62 illus. 

Statistical analyses and comparison of coins found in excavations at 8 different 
sites in and around the old city of Jerusalem and almost 4,000 coins excavated at 
Massada are included in this article. The coins cover the period from Alexander the 
Great’s death to the Arab conquest.

The author discusses Sosibios’ and Agathocles’ usurpation of power during the 
reign of Ptolemy IV Philopator (222-204 B.C.). He suggests that the incineration of 
the corpse of Ptolemy IV by the usurpers should demonstrate the end of the Lagid 
dynasty. The Egyptians who believed that human existence was continuable by 
mummification should leant from this act that the last Pharaoh and his dynasty was 
burnt to ashes. After the elimination of Agathocles (203 B.C.), the men around the 
surviving prince, the new king Ptolemy V Epiphanes, tried to underline the 
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questioned continuity of the dynasty by minting the famous portrait-coins of 
Epiphanes’ parents, Philopator and Arsinoe. (Johannes NolU)

The Achaemenid crowns have a dynastic rather than a personal character. Ch. 6

A silver drachm from a private collection, attributed to Artaxias ED (A.D. 18-34) 
of Armenia, is reported, described and discussed. The obverse bears the portrait of 
Artaxias, clean-shaven, facing right, wearing an Armenian tiara with five peaks and 
three tassels behind, all enclosed in a wreath. The tiara is decorated with two rows of 
precious stones or pearls and a centrally-placed eight-rayed star flanked on either side 
by a wavy floral pattern. An earring is visible in the king’s right ear and a clasp holds 
the king’s robe in place. The reverse shows a helmeted figure (Athena?) walking left, 
carrying a shield and a lance. The Greek legend reads BAHAEGE APTAEEPSEfl 
0EIOY. The letters IA (possibly representing regnal year 14) are seen in the right 
field, and a complex monogram associated with the mint city Artaxata appears 
beneath the figure. A circle at the edge encloses the figure, inscription, and 
monograms. The coin weights 3.590 grams and has a diameter of 22 mm. Chemical 
analysis of the coin surface performed using SEM-EDS indicates an approximate 
composition of 92.5% silver, 4.1% copper, 0.6% gold, 1.6% lead, with the remainder 
consisting of silicon, aluminum, iron and titanium. (Author)

The 
weight of the tetradrachm was, of course, four times that of the drachma, which in 
turn was directly dependent upon the wieght of the mina, and followed its 
fluctuations. The tetradrachm standard-weights are usually lead plaques with four 
vertical lines or the Greek letter tau on its side repeated four times, the drachma being 
denoted by a single such sign.

The reason for the reforms was the fact that Xusro II faced both 
internal and external threats and his sovereignty was in danger. By using the 
Zoroastrian symbols of authority and linking himself to the ancient Iranian mythical 
dynasties, and making his opponents as anti-Mazdean, he was attempting to legitimize 
himself and the family of Sasan. He appears to have done this quite successfully.

Nearly all coins are imitations of the English coin types Crux, Long Cross, Helmet, 
Small Cross and Quatrefoil. Danish, Swedish and Norwegian imitations of English 
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coins are considered together. Chain 105, first published by Mark Blackburn in 1981, 
with 92 dies and dated ca. 1000-1003, today comprises ca. 245 dies including two 
obverse dies with the inscription ‘Cnut rex Daenor’ which confirms that the chain is 
Danish. It includes Quatrefoil and covers a rather long period, ca. 1000-1020. In this 
respect the Swedish coinage is very similar to the Danish. The Sigtuna coinage 
includes a die-chain, no. 11, which in 1989 comprised 95 dies. Today there are 134 
dies in this chain and Quatrefoil is represented as well. As in England, Scandinavian 
dies were transported from one mint to another. Dies with legends in typical Sigtuna 
style are found in Danish die-chains and Danish dies were used in Sigtuna. 
Transported English dies were used in Sigtuna as well as in Denmark. (Author)

Wolfeboro, New Hampshire, Bowers & Merena Galleries 1997. 456 pp. illus. 

Eighteen chapters present most of the coin hoards and other miscellaneous finds 
in American numismatics. This large volume is divided into small sections on each 
find and information concerning it. While controversial aspects of some hoards are 
omitted and the Philadelphia Highway hoard is absent altogether, those finds have 
been documented elsewhere. The appendices cover questionable finds (appendix I) 
and an index to the coins themselves described throughout by coin type and mint 
(appendix II). The author also includes an interesting section on hoards remaining to 
be found. These are reports of coin caches and possible deposits of coins based upon 
historical or legendary information. This wide ranging volume covers such subjects as 
American gold in foreign bank vaults to rare foreign coins in this country. Treasury 
hoards and single coin finds are documented as well.

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The group of American gold bars which appear to have been manufactured in the 
west during the 1850s-1880s and which appeared on the market largely in the 1950s 
and 1960s are, in the author’s judgement, twentieth-century fabrications.

331 ELLSWORTH, STEVE. Butternut Hoard Update, and Analysis by 
Variety for 1816-1819. PW 31 no. 3 (May 15,1997) pp. 106-12. 

The author presents a breakdown of the hoard by year, by variety and does some 
analysis as to percentage of the population the hoard represents, and the implications 
of the hoard on relative scarcity. (Thomas Serfass) 

332 FORTIN, GERRY. Conclusions on Misplaced Digits Found in the 
Liberty Seated Dime Series. GobrechtJ 23 Issue 69 (July 1997) pp. 19-22. 

The author summarizes his research into patterns for the misplacement of digits 
and the conclusions that may be drawn from these patterns over time. Fortin looked 
into whether the tops or bottoms of dates were shown, whether they were in the main 
devices or in the dentils and whether they were left cm - right of the correctly placed 
date. The author found chronologically related patterns to the misplaced digits (1851- 
1877, 1878-1882, and 1883-1891) and concluded among other things that his results 
do not support the theory that these misplaced digits were engravers’ test marks in the 
dies.

The author presents results of a survey of ownership of these coins among EAC 
membership along with analysis of what those numbers could and probably do mean. 
The author concludes that a 1.5 % survivorship rate seems to make the most sense of 
the numbers of coins surviving and accord with the various rarity ratings (although 
some are always in flux). The author appends his raw data to the article so that other 
researchers have access to the raw numbers in this valuable though troublesome area 
of numismatic research.

334 LANDIS, RON. A Theory on the Cause of Misplaced Dates. 
GobrechtJ 23 Issue 69 (July 1997) pp. 27-29. 

Engraver Landis proposes a different theory than Gerry Fortin. Landis explains 
his theory from a practical point of view, relying on his own coining experience and 
what is known about the minting process of the 19th century. The author suggests 
that pragmatic considerations and everyday occurrences at the mint could account for 
the misplaced dates. Specifically, he suggests that coiners leaving the press might 
have chosen to rest punches on inconspicuous parts of the die rather than leaving them 
in more precarious circumstances. This would explain extra digits, lightly punched 
in.

This is a complete history of the discovery of the long missing J.J. Conway dies, 
including the correction of previous errors. The failed efforts of Dr. Mumey to 
acquire them, the intervention of law enforcement personnel and the use of personal 
favors to get the "restrikes" made would qualify the story for a “movie of the week.” 
In addition, the story of the Brashlow restrikes is also told as an insert, completing the 
story of J.J. Conway dies and their uses subsequent to the 1860s. (Thomas Serf ass) 

336 LOGAN, RUSSELL J. The Enigmatic 1836 Reeded Edge Half Dollar. 
JRJ 11 Issue 1 (July 1997) pp. 10-12 illus. 

This article details the steps taken by the author to decern the authenticity of a 
rare 1836 reeded edge half dollar. An edge mirror photograph shows the most 
important feature of this coin for the readers. The relatively simple measurements of 
diameter, reed count, weight and specific gravity provide crucial information about 
any coin. The analysis used here is transferable to many series and shows relatively 
simple non-destructive tests can have impressive power if there is enough basic 
information on the series (i.e. accurate reed counts, known specific gravity ranges, 
good diameter and weight info.) available to researchers. The coin turned out to be a 
fabrication as its diameter was much too wide for the closed collar reeded edge variety 
it was supposed to be.

It may be a 
copper plated specimen. The dies are identical to Norweb lot 2418 specimen. The 
question then becomes was this coin a pattern, a copper plated pattern or an off metal 
regular issue struck fully in bronze rather than copper plated. (Thomas Serfass) 

338 MANLEY, RON. The First 1804 Dated Half Cent Variety. PW 31 
no. 3 (May 15, 1997) pp. 113-17. 

The author examines the emission sequence for the 1804 half cents and, based 
on new information on rare varieties (at least information unavailable to Breen when 
he wrote), on die states. The new sequence proposed is presented with supporting 
arguments. The author concludes that the 1804 C-4 was the first 1804 dated half cent.

The reverse has 
among the main distinguishing features the serif of an extra letter between the leaf 
and the U of United. An obverse die break is in evidence and may account for the 
rarity of this coin if the die broke beyond usage early on.

340 NUXOLL, ELIZABETH M. A Generation of Numismatic Co¬ 
operation: Findings on the Notes and Coins of the Confederation through the 
Papers of Robert Morris. AJN 2nd series no. 9 (1997) pp. 55-87 illus. 

The author discusses the findings on the notes and coins of the Confederation era 
that resulted from the collaborative efforts of documentary editors, numismatists, 
collectors and archivists since the beginning of the Papers of Robert Morris project in 
1968. The current state of knowledge regarding the following is analyzed: (1) the 
Nova Constellatio pattern coins of 1783, and their offspring, the Nova Constellatio 
coppers; (2) the varieties of “Morris’s notes” (signt, sixty day, and six-month notes, 
signed by Robert Morris as Superintendent of Finance of the United States); (3) other 
notes issued during Morris’ administration (1781-84), such as the “subsistence notes” 
or “Hillegas notes,” signed by Michael Hillegas, Treasurer of the United States; 
(4) later private notes Mentis issued and employed for his tobacco exporting and land 
speculative ventures; and (5) the notes of the Bank of North America, the nation’s 
first commercial bank, founded in 1781. Continuities and discontinuities with respect 
to design, denomination, equipment, production techniques and personnel, between 
Confederation era notes and coins and those of later eras are noted. (Author)

The author 
breaks down the misconceptions by examining how the errors crept into the 
catalogues and literature and their continuance until Warren Baker unraveled them in 
the 1980's. The author refers to Baker as a "hero" for his efforts to straighten out a 
muddled reference. The 1838 Banque de Peuple Sou has two main varieties, an open 
wreath (rare) and a closed wreath (common) on the reverse. There are then further 
subvarieties of both main types. Ultimately, there are 4 types of the rare open wreath 
variety, with the thickness of the planchet and the edge type (plain or milled) being 
variables. Detailed descriptions in this article leave little room for vagueness. 
Physical characteristics, weight and other important diagnostic elements are 
exhaustively presented along with photographs of many of the varieties.

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PREFACE 


Numismatic Literature is a semiannual survey of current publications in 
or related to numismatics with abstracts of their contents. Beginning with NL 
79 (December 1967), bibliographic information and abstracts have been 
submitted by an international board of contributing editors, each of whom 
collects material published in his country. The contents and quality of NL 
reflect the participation of this editorial board and of individual scholars, 
whose cooperation can create a truly comprehensive bibliographic tool. 

The revisions in format introduced in NL 81 have been maintained in 
order to enable each reader to find and use material in his own field more 
easily, while benefiting from work published in peripheral fields. Most 
entries are grouped under broad cultural, geographical, or typological 
sections. In addition, the section Technology and Methodology lists works in 
which recently developed techniques for numismatic study are described or 
significantly applied. The Greek section correlates with the broad definition 
of Head’s Historia Numorum. At the end of each section is a list of numbered 
cross references to abstracts with related material in other sections. 

Author and subject indices are published at the back of each issue. The 
author index does not include references to the reviews, which are themselves 
alphabetically arranged by author. The hoard list is a separate list of abstracts 
in which reference is made to coin hoards. 

Periodical titles are abbreviated whenever possible. A cumulative list of 
periodical title abbreviations is published in the March issue of even- 
numbered years. Intervening issues contain a cumulative list of additions. In 
this way, the list should become a record of the periodical publications in 
many fields in which numismatic material appears and a convenient 
compilation of abbreviations for scholars. 

Although NL is a bibliography of current publications, an effort is being 
made to include notices of somewhat older publications which are not readily 
available or are published in languages which readers are not likely to know, 
and which were not discovered until the institution of the international board 
of contributing editors. 

Comments and suggestions for improvement are welcome and may be 
addressed to the International Editor at the American Numismatic Society. 
The Editor thanks all those who have contributed to NL and hopes that 
participation will continue to grow.

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GUIDE FOR ABSTRACTORS 


Entries in Numismatic Literature generally consist of two parts, the bibliographic 
information and the abstract. 

Bibliographic Information 

All entries must include the following information: 

1. The full name(s) of the authorfs) 

2. The title of the publication in the original language, but in the Roman alphabet. 
If the publication is not written in English, French, German, Italian or Spanish, the 
original title should be followed by a translation into one of these languages. 

If the publication is an article in a journal, the following information must also be 
given: 

3. Volume and/or issue number 

4. Date of the journal 

5. Date of publication, if it is different from the date of the journal 

6. Page numbers on which the article appears 

7. Presence of illustrations. 

If the publication is an article in a book of collected works, such as a festschrift or 
proceedings of a congress, the following information must also be given: 

3. Complete title of the collection 

4. Place of publication and name of publisher 
3. Date of publication 

6. Page numbers on which the article appears 

7. Presence of illustrations. 

If the publication is a book, the following information must also be given: 

3. Edition number and editor’s name, if any 

4. Place of publication and name of publisher 
3. Date of publication 

6. Total number of pages 

7. Presence of illustrations 

8. ISBN, optional. 

If the content of the publication is general in nature and does not include specific 
information or arguments which should be brought to the reader’s attention, and the 
title is fully descriptive of the contents, the bibliographic information alone may be 
given and the abstract omitted.

The Abstract 


Definition. An abstract is a concise, objective summary or description of the 
content of a publication. It is different from a review in that an abstract does not offer 
critical comment or additions to the original work. 

Length. Abstracts may be from about 50 to 200 words in length, depending upon 
the importance or complexity of the publication. A long abstract may be desirable 
when the original publication is not readily available or is written in a language most 
readers are not likely to know. 

Style and Language. Abstracts should be written in complete sentences. They 
may be submitted in English, French, German, Italian or Spanish, but will be 
published in English. All abstracts must include the typewritten, full name of the 
abstractor.

They prompted many coin issues by the Mithradatic party as well as by the Romans 
and their allies. Many coins are well dated and therefore even more interesting: 
Mithradates' own emissions bear the month of their issue as well as the indication of 
the year. It is therefore possible to compare these dates with the dates yielded by the 
literary sources about the historical events; this is probably the most favorable of all 
study cases of this kind. 

The first part of this book contains the catalogue and comments on the main 
coinages involved: the kings of Pontus (Mithradates VI), of Bithynia (Nicomedes n, 
II, IV), of Cappadocia (Ariarathes VI, VII, VIII, and IX and Ariobarzanes I) and of 
Armenia (Tigranes the Great), the last posthumous issues of Alexander or Lysimachos 
from Odessos, Mesembria, Istros, Tomis, Callatis and Byzantium, as well as a number 
of issues whose analysis is justified by their date (Alexandria Troas, Ephesos). Most 
of these coins had never been subject to a die study. 

The second part of the book is devoted to a historical synthesis in which a new 
account based on texts and inscriptions allows for an evaluation of the numerous new 
facts yielded by the numismatic sources. The novelties may be of varied nature and 
concern many fields but the main contribution is the study of the rhythm of the 
emissions. The first six chapters of this part follow a chronological sequence, 
followed by a chapter of a more general nature about money, and payment of troops 
and mercenaries. The bibliography comprises more than 1000 titles and six indexes 
containing about 400 names, 400 toponyms and 200 different coinages. (Author)

For many centuries, Transoxanian coinage conformed to silver drachms of the 
Sasanian king Varahran V (420-38). Coins of this kind are usually called 
Bukharkhudat. Historical and geographical sources from the 9th-13th centuries 
discern three groups of the Bukharkhudat dirhams: Ghitrifi, Muhammadi and 
Musayyabi. A special chapter of The History of Bukhara written by Narshakhi and 
edited by Qubawi entitled “An account of the minting of dirhams and silver [coins] in 
Bukhara” cointains a detailed account of only one of the mentioned groups of 
Bukharkhudat coins, the Ghitrifi. The metallic content of these coins is problematic. 
There are three denominations in The History of Bukhara, which states that they were 
alloyed of six metals including silver, that their color was black, and that they 
contained more silver than admixtures. All other narrative sources of the 9th-13th 
centuries state that the Ghitrifis were like fulus (copper coins), they had been made of 
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copper or a copper alloy with non-precious metals without silver . The question is 
which of the three attestations of the metallic content of the Ghitrifis is authentic? 
Comparison of the narrative and numismatic data about two other groups of 
Bukharkhudat dirhams (Muhammadi and Musayyabi) sheds light on the question. 
The author shows that Muhammadi were nummi subaerati containing ca. 40% silver 
and Musayyabi were nummi subaerati containing ca. 70% silver. In other words, the 
story presented in The History of Bukhara about high and low standard silver 
Ghitrifis which were black actually hides the fact of the formation of three groups of 
Bukharkhudat dirhams: the Musayyabis may be traced in the notion of the coins in 
which silver prevailed, the Muhammadis may be linked to the base silver coins, and 
the only remark tied to the Ghitrifis is that they were black. (Author)

Takish struck at Balkh, Termez, Chaghaniyan and 
Samarqand. The dirhams of Samarqand of 613 and 615 A.H. have been long known 
and have been published many times. The remaining coins are either rare or totally 
unknown. For example, the 615/1218-19 Termez coins (three types) and a coin dated 
616/1219-20 appear for the first time. The 616/1219-20 dirham of Termez is rare, 
having been published only once before. The dirhams of Balkh and Chaghaniyan are 
also rare. (Author) 

407 DJAPARIDZE, G.I. O monetah tbilisskogo amira Ali b. Dja'fara [On 
coins of Ali b. Dja‘far, Amir of Tbilisi]. Vostochnoe Istoricheskoe 
Istochnikovedenie i Spetsial’nye Istoricheskie Distsipliny 5 (Moscow 1997) 
pp. 204-16 illus. English summary. 

Few written sources mention Ali b. Dja'far, while his coins (struck from 
386/996-97 to 418/1027-28) are the most numerous of the Dja'farid coinage. Until 
recently, three types of dirhams were thought to have been issued with his name, but 
the author has detected several new types among 466 known pieces issued by Ali b. 
Dja'far, most of them from two large hoards now preserved in various museums. The 
article includes detailed descriptions of types I-VI. The issues of Ali b.Dja'far can be 
divided into two groups according to metallic composition: coins of the earlier group 
are made of silver, and dirhams of 413 and 418 AH. are struck in silver-plated 
copper. Examination of many of the dirhams of Ali b. Dja'far has allowed the author 
to correct previous wrong attributions, specify dates and readings of coins legends, 
and expose the differences and criteria for defining the 413 and 418 A.H. issues with 
lost dates. (Elena Davidovich)

Haji Tarkhan, like other mints of the Ulus of 
Djuchi, operated at full range, producing both copper and silver coins.

Hundreds of bronze coins found during archaeological excavations in Iran and 
Mesopotamia have not yet been published. The best studied are the bronze coins 
found in Merv (Turkmenia, the site of Giaur-qala) and for the most part struck at the 
same mint in the names of Sasanian kings and local rulers. The description of these 
coins is supplemented with some coin types issued outside Merv but which circulated 
within the town and the surrounding area. The authors provide descriptions and 
schematic drawings. (Elena Davidovich) 

A hoard group of drachms of the 
Dabuyid Ispahbads and early ‘Abbasid governors of Tabaristan. NC 155

covering the period of the later Ispahbads and early Abbasid governors. The hoard 
included a number of previously unrecorded variants. (Author)

drachms. NC 156 (1996) pp. 327-31 illus. 

Two hoards of Sassanian drachms from the fifth century are analysed. The first 
hoard, comprising 143 drachms, has been published elsewhere (Iran 33 [1995] pp. 
67-84). The second hoard, with 59 drachms, is listed. The hoards appear to confirm 
that output of drachms under Vahram V (A.D. 421-39) was considerably higher than 
under his successor Yazdgird II (A.D. 439-57). (Author)

A summary of the political events leading to the secession of Biafra from Nigeria 
is followed by a history of the bank of Biafra and its struggles to generate foreign 
exchange that could be used to support the new nation. When Nigeria announced the 
impending repudiation of its notes held by Biafrans, the bank had to quickly issue 
Biafran notes to exchange for the Nigerian currency so that the latter could be moved 
back into Nigeria or overseas to be exchanged. The resulting first series of notes, of 
marginal quality, was replaced a year later by well-printed notes, the origin of which 
has never been publicized. Symes analyzes the observed serial blocks to estimate the 
issue amounts of each series.
